George discov- 
ered his piano talent when he 
found he could duplicate the tunes 
from the old crystal set on the 
piano, His only formal musical 
education consisted of four years 


-of study at the London Lodge 


School for the Blind. While his

. versity scholarships, he was forced 
. to refuse ‘them in favor of a more 


financially productive position: a 
Piano player in a neighborhood 
pub. After a series of similar club 
dates, George joined ani: all-blind 
band in the 1930s, a short-lived 


_ project sponsored iby the National 


Institute for the Blind. At this 
point George developed a ‘friend- 
ship. with the noted jazz critic 
Leonard Feather and through this 
contact made his first appearance 
on BBC radio. He also cut his 
first record, “Squeezing the Blues” 
playing accordion to fFeather’s 


‘piano accompaniment. 


An important recent highlight

The Maine Department of Pub- 
lic Safety cautions citizens there 
is more to supplementing the 
cheating capability of a home. with 
a wood-burning. appliance than 
‘just connecting it to a chimney. 
_ “Improper installation of wood 
fired stoves and ‘heaters ‘could re- 
sult in increased —— rather than 
reduced — consumption of fuel,” 
said Col. Allan.

Inspection of a chimney from the 
roof should take into considera- 
tion condition of the mortar, chim- 
ney lining and flashing. From the 
attic, check for cracks arid loose 
mortar, ‘particularly under ‘the 
roof. On other floors, check con- 
nections and in the basement 
check again for cracks, loose mor- 
tar or evidence of settling. At con- 
nector openings, check the lining 
as far as it can be reached with 
the fingers. 

If mortar has begun to fall out 
from between the bricks, openings 
may be expected to develop all 
the way through the wall. If an 
ice pick or other sharp instru- 
ment can be pushed all the way 
through, rebuilding is indicated.
